George Butler Taylor. 

George Butler Taylor, for more than 
twenty-six years a member of the repor- 
torial staff of THE New York TIMES, 
Vincent's Hospital yesterday 
after a long illness. Mr. Taylor was 
born in Brompton, England, sixty-five 
years ago. His father was a lawyer, and 
the son was intended for the bar, but at 
fifteen he ran away to sea. For several 
years he served before the mast in 1@arly 
every quarter of the globe. 

On one of his voyages Mr. Taylor was 
stricken with yellow fever in Pernam- 
buco. This compelled him to abandon | 
the sea, and he returned to London, where 
he took a place in the celebrated house of 
W. H. Smith & Sons. In 1864 Mr. Tay-

We will eliminate, so far as possible, all 
estimates, all illustrations, all promises 
of every kind which we are not sure our- 
selves can be carried out. It will be our 


aim to perform more than we promise.”

Mr. Morton said: 
"One thing I am happy to tell you, our} 


assets are all on hand. None of them 
is missing. Some of our real estate has 
been carried at too high a valuation con- 
sidering, and some of our bank and trust 
company stocks have been valued too 
high on the basis of what they might be 
sold for quickly, but whatever the change 
in the valuation of assets may be it will 
in no way reduce the income of the so- 
ciety, and I promise you that the reduction 
in expenses of administration, if capital- 
ized, would more than make good any 
apparent reduction in our assets. The 
reduction in expenditures will be greater 
than I have every promised. I have urged 
the greatest conservatism in revaluations, 
and our expert accountants will inflate 
nothing, but give us rock bottom figures. 

“We are violently opposed to rebates. 

‘Before closing I want to reiterate 
what I said to you at the Manhattan 
Beach convention on politics. I believe 
that the insurance business should be 
properly safeguarded with reasonable 
laws, and that it should be the duty of 
every officer and every agent to oppose 
nothing in the way of legislation that is 
wise or proper, but I am _ vigorously 
against all kinds of ‘strike’ legislation,

‘held up.’
